Denby Criticized

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NO ALLIANCE AGAINST 


UNITED STATES 


Austen Chamberlain, government lead- 


er in the British House of Commons, de- 
clared recently in the course of a debate 
on the renewal of the 
Anglo-Japanese 


treaty: '"It is right to say at once that 
we shall be no party to any alliance di- 
rected against America, or under •which 
we can be called upon to act against 
America." 


Other British statesmen have spoken 


to the same effect. 
Leaders in Canada, 


Australia and other self-governing Brit- 
ish dominions have been outspoken in 
their declarations that if it ever came to 
a choice between Japan and the United 
States, they preferred the friendship of 
the United States. 


It is taken for granted, therefore, that 


the imperial conference, now sitting in 
London discussing this and other mat- 
ters vital to the British empire, will make 
very sure that in the renewal of the Ja- 
panese treaty of alliance there shall be 
nothing to which this country could take 
exception. The British want to continue 
their understanding with Japan, but they 
also want to guarantee that never, by any 
possibility, could they be called upon to 
help Japan in a war with the United 
States. It has been maintained all along 
that the existing treaty does not pledge 
Britain to any such action. The new trea- 
ty will doubtless make that point more 
explicit. 


^ It will be a good thing for the friend- 
ly relations of Britain and America, and 
therefore a good thing for all the world, 
including Japan herself. If there is real- 
ly any lurking desire on the part of Japan, 
to attempt what Prussia attempted, a 
good demonstration of British-American 
solidarity will quickly 
rid her of that 


folly. 


THE INVESTIGATION MANIA 


The members of congress who have gone 


on the war path, to check the mania for 
investiations with which their body has 
been afflicted for the past two years will 
strike a popular chord. 


There are still in progress a large num- 


ber of these performances, most of which 
are declared to be of doubtful value to the 
country's welfare. The critics point out 
that hundreds of thousands of dollars are 
being spent upon them. 
Every inquiry 


authorized carries with it an appropria- 
tion for the employment of stenograph- 
ers, printing copies of hearings, traveling 
expenses to distant cities and the like. 
Although more than half the membership 
of the two congressional bodies are at- 
torneys, it is a common practice to hire 
special counsel fo» these cases. 


All this would be well enough if, in a 


single instance, important 
results were 


ehown in usable information, in punish- 
ment for guilt or in financial saving at 
least sufficient to cover the cost of the in- 
vestigation. But at a time when the great- 
est need of the country is for economy, it 
is severe on the public to see its hard- 
earned tax money going to such purpos- 
es with no visible gain. More lamentable 
still is the waste of legislative time and 
energy which are needed for constructive 
achievements.

Congressmen are talking of appropria- 


tions for the coining year of $6.500,- 
000.000. They may not be far off. in 
spite of the incredible size of this esti- 
mate, applying as it does so long after 
the close of the war. 
If the army bonus 


and certain other measures pass, it is like- 
ly to exceed that figure. 


One of the representatives, apparently 


more interested in economy than his as- 
sociates, points out that this means about 
§60 apiece for every man, woman and 
child in the country. 
He adds S10 per 


capita for city government, ST. for coun- 
ty government and $5 for state govern- 
ment, and gets a total of 882 per capita 
for the total taxation. Taking an aver- 
age family income for last year of -S950 
exclusive of fanners, as indicated by the 
last returns, he figures that the total cost 
of government is going to be about 4<J per 
cent of the family income for the year 
starting next month. 


These figures may not be 
accurate. 


Last year's average family income was 
probably greater than S950 ; and the next 
year's income may be less than that. Still, 
the estimate is probably not so very far 
wrong. It furnishes one of the most pow- 
erful reasons that could be given for con- 
gress and the administrative departments 
of the government to make every possi- 
ble effort to economize. Even with the 
severest economy in expenditures, there 
is sure to be hardship imposed 'by taxa- 
tion on millions of families. "With busi- 
ness progress hindered and the return of 
prosperity retarded, extravagance is in- 
excusable.

inent druggist. The fluid was quite heavy, almost 
waxy in consistence. I had it refilled again lately 
by another druggist, and find that it is almost as 
thin as water. Might I ask which was the more 
correctly made?

ANSWER—The lotion correctly mnde is a Jelly 


not too thick to be poured or shaken from the bot- 
tlo for use. \About half a teaspoonful may be ap- 
plied to the hands or face two or three times daily, 
after washing and before the skin is quite dry- 
Tragacanth is or has been frequently adulterated in 
the powdered form, and perhaps a better article is 
to be had in tragacanth shavings. Prepare the lo- 
tion yourself—you can cook as well as any druggist 
can: let it boil an hour or more, while you stir fre- 
quently, and add water to make up for evaporation. 
Then let it stand quite wnrm over night. In this 
way all the tragacanth will be dissolved. Add the 
rosemary (or any other desired scent) after the 
lotion is ready to be bottled. A watery result indi- 
cates that thp boiling was shirked or that the traga- 
canth was slumped or adulterated.

they charge 


that it is impossible to transport chil- 
dren to onsolidated schools in a severe 
northern climate friends of such ac- 
tion point to the situation in North 
Dakota where winter weather is far 
more severe than in Wisconsin.
